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RESHIN ATION OF BISMARCK,

Political atfalrs in Germany have res
contly boen moving on strange and son-
sationnl linas, It hns for some timo
beon appnrent that the groat brain and
strong will whieh eroated a united Ger-
many, and for nearly twenty yours linve
directod the destiny of the ampire with
n power almost absolute and a wisdom

nttosted by magnilicent minterinl
results, were In danger of Dbeing
unseatod  from  thele  place  of
nuthority, il they could not be

bent to nn imperial will morve dovotod
to its own conceptions and eapricos
than the tenditionnl poliey of the om-
piro, and determined to rule. It was
widely belioved that the nccession of
Emperor Willinm  would speedily bo
followed by the voluntary or enforeed
retiroment of Bismarck, and poriods-
feially sinca there hnve been rurmors
of serious disngreements betwaen thoe
emperor nnd chancelior which threat-
ened to terminate in the lalter sur-
rendering s office. On evory such
ocension the ruler is presumed to haveo
yvielded, ns his grandfathor and father
uniformly did, to the will of the prime
minister. It is not to be doubted, how-
ever, that the young amperor never one
tortnined fop Bismarck thesame feeling
of eontidapee and alfection in which ne
waos held by the Hest Empervor William
nnd his son Frederick, nnd that he was
long pgo settled in the purpose to
permit no longer than necossary n
divided power in determining the
policy of Germuny, with the concessions
generally mude by the emperor to  the
minister.

The course taken by Emperor Will-
inm regarding the question of amelior-
auting the condition of the working
clusses was o radical departure from the
Bismnarckion poliey, and it undonbtadly
ehicountercd n more vigorous opposition
from the chancellor than the public has
obtained knowledge of. 1t i well un-
devetood, howover, that Bismarck hins

not  tho least sympathy with the
international labor eonferenon
anl no fuith that it cin

be productive of any good results. When
a similar expodient was proposed somo
yeors agoghe ooposed it as utterly 1m-
practicabie, and his opinion of it is the
sawe now, The result of the elections,
in whivh the soclalists made largo prains
anid the govornmoent party lost ground,
with the effoct of mnterially complicnt-
ing the political situation, gave Iiis-
marck an opportunity to assert the cor-
rvectness of his position, and it is not to
he doubied thay the emperor
hus been made o fecl with emphatic,
and perhaps somewhat exaspoarating,
force the dissatisfnction of the chancel-
lor with tho effects of the imperinl
secheme of nbor swelioration. It has
been reported that Bismarel was assid-
uously laboring Lo brisg about a politi-
cil combioation that would give the
government & chauce of careying out
some of its projects i parlinment, but
with Hitle promige of snceess, it may be,
o consequenes of the interference
ol the emperor, or for the roason that
parties no longer fear the *man of
bood and iron,” u stnte of feeling quite
natural under existing eiraunmstances,
Anineident mmueh talked of as indicat-
tng the decline of Bismerck in the im-
perinl confidenes was tho rvecont be-
stownl by the emperor of the order of
the Black Eaele on Hore von Doettichor,
viee president of the Prussian enbinot,
This  action, neoarly  all  Beelin
agraed,  foreovdained  the fortunate
vecipient a8 Bismari’s  suceessor.
Othor LSy of disngrecment
betwenn the emperor and  chancellor
are suggested, but owing to the censor-
ship of the press by the government the

only delinite faet is that Dreince Dis-
murck hns resigned, Some days may
elupse belore the world will know  the

full reasons for this action. 1tis obvi-
ous, however, that o combinntion of
cnuses has produced it and it is quite
eredible thut the diference between the
emperor and Bismurek isivreconellable.,
The evont opens the way to cndloss
conjeetures as to what mny be the possi-
blo effect upon the politienl allaies of
Goermany and upon her relutions with
the vest of Hurope, The loss tothe gov-
arnment of the wisdom,tho experience,
and the rvesourecs ol statesmanship of
Bismarck may well bo regardod as nlhimost
irreparable, It will not be pretonded
that there s any other man in Germany
who enn bring to the tnslk he has lwid
nslde  the  wonderfal  ability, the
far renching  judgmout, the por-
sonunl  foree, and  the commanding
influpnea  with tho powoersof Furope
which he pesscsses, nud certninly there
is none mmong those unfriendly to his
nolicy, from whom it is to be presumedl
his suecessor will be chosen.,  Will
thera not now he opportunities for the
introduction  of prineiples and policies
thint will oventunliy impair the founda-
tions of the strong and imposing im=
porial structura  which Hismnrel
erccted?  Whoen  the mnster mingd
is  no longer ocoupicd with  the
affairs of government, when the vigi-

rollef, was timoly nad commendable,

Clongress has  been in BUSBION
between  three  and  four months,
but nol iy singlo monsre

hns boon neted upon designed w relieve
the depression that is widely pravalent,
and is vepocially severe 1n the agricul-
turnl districts of the country. The
grenter part of this time has been taken
up with partisan diseussion and conflicts
in which the great majority of the peo-
pla have no interest, and from the re-
sults of which they ean derive no ad-

vantage. This unfortunately is the
usunl  practice  of  congress, but
there are times  whoen it s
peculiarty disastrous to the public in-

terests, and the presont is such n time.

If congroess could have promptly nd-
drigsed itselfl to practieal business the
country would now be getting the bene-
fit of an andd:tion to the currency in the
form of a larger issue of silver notes,
and Lthere 18 no more . pressing  roquire-

ment  than  this. A tariff bill was
promised more than n month
ngo, and had one beon
pngsed it would have ramoved

one of the uncertminties which exert an
unfavorable effect on business. Other
matters touching the interests of the
people might have been considored and
neted on sineo  congross  assomblod
which would have improved the situn-
tion generally, But the politicians in
conrgross scom to get wholly unmindful
of the people nnd waste precious time
in controversies that have no valua for
anybody. Senstor Voorhees has done
well inealling attention to this matter,
and he will merit a public testimonial
it he shall induce congress to see its

duty nnd act accordingly.

INDIANS IN DISTRESS,

Reports of the condition of the Chip-
pewn Tudinns present a picture of sul-
fering and dostitution that is u disgrace
to the nation. Werae it not for the re-
linble enaracter of the source the truth
of the reports might well bechallengad.
for it is almost ineredible that the
povernment should, through negloct,
subject ats warfls to the horrors of
stiurvation.  Bishop Shandlor of North
Dukota, having made a personai exami-
nation, declares that theiv  gondition is
a disgrace to a civilized country. Their
roservation is deseribed asthe Sibariaof
America, the coldest and bleankest spot
in tho country, filled with bad timber,
forests and lakes, swamps and rocks,
from which nineteen hundeed Indians
are expoctad to make a living, They
were never supplied with proper agri-
culturalimplements by the government,
and what tools vhey possoss ware do-
nated by charitable organizations.

The bishop Tound the unfortunates
oceupying wretched muond hovels, with
the thermometer forty degrees below
zero—men, women and children almost
naked: the old lying on frozen ground,
the young rolling in warm sshes to
keep from froeziug, others in the lust
stges of starvation, und uo food or
nourishmont  to  be  had. Gaunt
misery wns visible everywhere, and
unless prompt ussistance is seoured the
tenbe will be wiped out of exislence.

The povernment is in hongr bound to
render promnt assistance to these un-
fortunntes, It is indebted to them for
lands taken under recent trenties, and
the money should be immediately ap-
plied to allevinte their wants. It is a
shnme that private assistance shouid be
usked to wrest from stnrevation o peoplo
for whoae condition the government is
primarily responsible, and to whom it
owes large sums.of money.

THE COUNTY COMBINE.

The conduet of a majority of the
county  board i3 not ecaleulated to
stronethon publie vegard. On the con-
trary, the action of the members tends
to conflrm the suspicion that there isa
lurgo sivad Afvican in the county conl
ple, which the combine is determined
Lo covar up.

Thoy statod,
further, thiat thelr investigation would cover
all of the points ralsod by Aworney Gonerat
Leese in the Nebraska complaint, but that
It wounld in no sonse b o trigl of s specifie
allogations,” Represehtatives from overy
city or town in the stats having grievances
againat any of the operating roads are enrn-
ostly invited to bo present at the investiga-
ton, which will probably continue during
the next throo days, It may be well to state
hore that it will have to do solely with the
rates on food products, The commission is
after bottom focis and its represcntatives
give it out that they are here to
near both sides of the controversy.

Among the prominent rallrand oMelals In
the city may be mentioned General Man-
ager  Holdrege, General Freight Agent
Crosby, Assistant Frelgnt Agoent Smith and
Attorneys Gereen and Dowease of the Buar-
lington; Gencral Frel ht Agent Tabbots,
Assistunt TrufMie Manuger Monroe and At-
torney Thurston of thoe Udlon Pacifle;

Ho stated that ho hna been
connected with the Union Pacifle sinoe 18523
that a portion of his duty was to assist in
making rates on enstern as well as westorn
connections; that the maximum rate on corn
to Chicago was 25 centa aod the minimum 20
centyy thut the rates to the Niasissippl river
wore 20 and 16 cents, and the rates from
Chiengeo o New York 20 cents. He stated
also that the through ratea to the soaboard
are 48 cents, and that when stupped through
Chieago they were 43 cents: that onts. corn,
ryvo und barley go a8 one class and that Hax
and wheat are 5 cents hivher; that cornmoal
wus b conts higher thup coro, and that the
Lbhrough rate to the seaboard is basea on the
rate to the Mississippi river, He furthoer
stated that on seaboard shipments the
Union Pacific got 47 per cent of the rate to
tha Mississipm, und on Chicugo shipments
40 per cent of the rate to that city: that the
Unfon Pacilic quoted its Noebraska rates on
the meridian principle. For lnstance, points
north or south of Schuyler, Colutnbus and
other division poin's secured the same rate

east, no matter whother the distance te
Chicago aud  Omaha woere the same
or not: that tho Columbns me-
ridian oxtended s fur south

as Cortland on the Omaha & KRepublican
Valley: but thav sonth of that point they
were in territory tribuwary to tho south-
woeatern gateway and that thele rates to
Chicogo were graded accordingly. On eorn
shipped from pownts east of the Schayler
meridian tho rate to Chicago wns 20 conts;
thit of this sum the Union Paclfic got 40 per
cont, or 8 cents for geventy-sis milea or less
shipment, and thewr castern connection 12
conts, 1o explauation of thd rates to the
senboord he suld that his road published no
tariff shoet oast of Chicago; that castern
buyers camp west aml contracted for pro.
ducts at so much per bushel on the track nt
thut city. He explained that a larger rate
per wmile was nllowed 1o hits road on these
shipments thin L the castevn connection for
the reason thoat s road gatherad up the
busiuess in car lond lots and turned it over
1o the eastern connection in train load lots,

He stated that rates on live stock wore

baseil on n constructive miloagae
system, Ior  jostance, sthat H00  miles
on the Tndon Pacitle would he

rated ns 750 miles when at came to auditing
the aceounts between it and the enstorn ¢on-
nection, . I'n this connwction ho made com-
parisuns in rates from nearly every westera
city, On the matter of rebates ho siated
thist prior to the taking efiect of the inter-
atate nob the maximum wis 4 conts per hun
dred, but that this was when  rales woro 8
cents to Chieago. 'I'me maximum rebate,
howoever, he admitted reachod 6 cons duriog
an emergency.
